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MEMORANDA. 


Tiade.—The Oversea imports during April were valued at £2,686,463, 
and show an increase of £645,206, or 31°6 per cent., as compared with 
the corresponding month of last year. The total for the ten months, 
July to April, was £27,424,985, an increase of £3,753,692, or 15°9 
per cent., in comparison with the figures for 1914-15. ‘The principal 
articles to show increases were apparel and soft goods, cordage and twines, 
fish, hats and caps, iron and stcel, preserved milk, sugar and tea. 


The Oversea exports duiing April amounted to £3,061,677, being 
an increase of £817,446, or 36°4 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding month of last year. For the ten months, July to 
April, the exports amounted to £34,723,135, being an increase of 
aoe or. 48°9 per cent., compared with the same period for

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Public Finances,—The Public Accounts for April show that the net revenue 
for the month was £1,493,272, or £64,695 more than in April of last 
year. During the ten months ended 30th April the revenue was 
£14,778,985, being £328,982, or 2:3 per cent. more than the correspond- 
ing period of the last financial year.

£69,386, or 4:5 per cent., as compared with April of last year. During 
the ten months the expenditure was £15,961,030, being £641,283, or 
4:2 per cent. more than in 1914-15.

On the 30th April, 1916, the Consolidated Revenue Account was in 
debit to the amount of £2,133,563. 


Gold Produetion.—The gold yield during April was 21,023 oz. crude 
equal to 14,946 oz. fine, valued at £63,487, and showed an increase 
of 1,789 oz. fine, and £7,601 in value, compared with April of last year. 
The value of gold produced during the four months was £168,671 
and showed a decrease of 13,278 oz. fine, and £56,400 in value, in the 
figures for the corresponding period of last year. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 57) as to the retail prices in Sydney of foed and groceries, it 
appears that in April, 1916, prices were 29:3 per cent. higher than 
in July, 1914, 19°6 per cent. higher than in April, 1915, and 1:5 
per cent. lower than in March, 1916. 


Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
April, 1916, 65:7 per cent. higher than in July, 1914, 45°6 per 
cent, higher than in April, 1915, and 0-9 per cent. lower than in 
March, 1916. There was a marked increase in the price of eggs, and 
slight advances in bacon, coffee, starch, candles, and kerosene, Potatoes 
showed the only substantial decrease, while cheese, flour, oatmeal, and a 
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few cuts of meat fell in a lesser degree. The following is a statement 
of the price levels since July, 1914, the levels for which were taken as

Land Selections.—During April, 78 applications were made for 38,052 
acres under the Crown Lands Act ; and 49,838 acres, representing 
203 blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement. Since the beginning 
of the year the number of applications has been 434, and the area 
applied for 207,513 acres. The original area gazetted for residential 
ee since the Ist January is 399,826 acres, representing 704 

ocks. 


Meteorology.—In contrast with the severe dry weather conditions prevailing 
in several previous months, copious rains were experienced during April 
over the whole of the Eastern part of the State, chiefly owing to 
monsoonal influences; and the resultant totals were well above the 
average. The largest falls occurred in the North Coast and Hunter 
and Manning districts; at one particular station, Camden Haven, the 
average for April was exceeded by more than 10 inches. In the 
Western Division the rain was light and scattered, and, with the 
exception of the area embracing the northern border districts east from 
Wanaaring, the totals recorded were considerably deficient. 


Vital Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs—April, 1916.—The births regis- 
tered numbered 1,622, equal to 25:51 per 1,000 of population ; of the 
total, 822 were males and 800 females. The rate is 7 per cent. below the 
average for the previous five years, and the lowest for the month of 
April since 1911. 

The deaths numbered 566, namely, 302 males and 264 females, equal 
to a rate of 8-90 per 1,000 of population. The mortality rate is 13 per 
cent. below the average of the previous five years. The deaths were 
below the average in all age-groups except 1 to 4 years. 

The infantile mortality was 57 per 1,000 births, being 26 per cent. 
below the average for April for the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
April, 434 new buildings; the total for the four. months, January to
